LOYK A5IO CRIME. 

A SVoiiiAn AfMn<t<tiunle<l— % Story oI 
Motnau'a Wrouira hu«1 Man'i* Uru- 
tality.

At half past h o’clock on Friday even- 
ing Carrie Ketchuui, a }oung girl seven- 
teen years of age, who accompanied her 
lover, Salvador Collot, on a visit to the City 
Bark, wa.s stabbed by the mi.screant three 
lime.s in the left side, and left for dead. 
She is now Ij'ing in the Charity Ho.spital 
apparently in a dying condition, and he i.s 
locked up at the Central Station. We 
saw her there Satunlaj, stretched on a 
bed in the women’s ward, a slender, deli- 
cate girl, with soft regular feature.^, a 
wealth of brown hair, ami bright blue 
eyes; hearing her suffering bravely, with 
no word of complaint ag-»in.st the wretch 
whom fate had mmle her companion. 

What ha.s been her whole history during 
the three years of their acquaintance, God, 
in Ilis wisdom, can only tell. They met 
at her parents' residence in Algiers, she 
just budding into womanhood, and he a 
stripling of .seventeen. For a year and a 
half he proved everything the most e.'.uct- 
ing beau ideal could imagine, and .she, 
filled with the new love life, lived, breath- 
ed and had her being in his presence. At 
last, iGod help us that it so often hap- 
pens), there came an era of passion. 

Under promise of immediate marriage, 
he accomplished her ruin. The rose light 
faded, and hard grinding fact, coarse ri- 
baldry, and licentious brutality filled the 
picture. Preserving her own integrity, 
and true to him as the true.st wedded wife 
could be to her husband, .she suffered his 
taunts and sneers, unresistingly bore liis 
cruel blows, and worked.

Reaching the termlnous of 
the road, he invited her to walk over to 
the park, and the poor little creature, a 
lamb, oil her way to the shambles, .smiling- 
ly consented. The laughing and joking 
.still continued. He talked about the boys, 
and threatened him.selfto run away with 
another girl. The sun by thi.s time wa.s 
down, but the moon beamed out bright 
and clcar,«ud she moved on without a 
thought or a fear. 

They reached the gate, walked perhaps 
fifty paces into the park, and Salvador 
C'ollot, still laughing and still joking, drew 
hi.s dagger. There was a sudden lilow 
just over her left breast; she thought 
he had struck her with the handle, and 
laughed too. The blade gleamoti in the 
moonlight, a torrent of blood rushe<l from 
her side, and she clutched frantically at 
the murderous weapon. The City Park, 
alas! i.s very solitary at half-past s iv v. 
In all that wide pleasure-ground there 
were but one strong man and one weak 
woman.

“swear,” and there, under (lOtl’s moonlight, 
with none, save His eye, to witnes.s the 
tragedy, the unhappy victim swore before 
High Heaven never to reveal the name of 
her murderer or to .say ought that w'ould 
lead to his identity. 

By this time she had wrenched the 
weapon from him and thrown it away. 
In the struggle the blade cruelly lacerateil 
her hand. Previous to that time he held 
a handkerchief over her mouth to prevent 
her .screams being heard.

Justly or not, Stewart, the “merchant 
prince” of the workl, has had the reputa- 
tion of a penurious man, as he c*ertaiuly 
i.s a grasping man. Rut after all be is 
nsing hi.s wealth to the best of purpo.sos. 
The project recorded iielow i.s a grand 
one, and will confer ble.-siiigs upon the 
worthy poor of New York city: 

From Appleton’s Journal. 

In order to proviile suitable homes for 
industrious young men and women, Mr. 
All xander T. Stewart, of this city, has de- 
voted si x millions of dollars to the erec- 
tion of buildings for onr work people. 
His plan includes the construction of two 
grand structure.s, which may be called 
hotels. On Fourth avenue, between 
Thirty-.second and Thirty-third streets, the 
excavation is already made and the 
loundation.s liegun for the first build- 
ing, which is intended as a home for 
young working-women. It is to be con- 
structed of iron, thoroughly fire-proof, 
and will have three fronts upon the streets 
named. On Fourth avenue the frontage 
wlll^be one hundred and ninty-two feet 
six inche.s; on Thirty-second and Thirty- 
third .streets. re>pectively, two hundred 
and five feet. The area co\'ered by the 
whole structure will be forty-one thou.sand 
square feet. It would be useless to en- 
cumber our space with architectural de- 
tails that would convey no idea to the 
general reader. The main building will 
l>e six stories in bight, with an additional 
.story in the Mansard roof. Over the cen- 
tral portions of each front, and extending 
a space or width of one hundred feet on 
each, will be an additional stor}', with a 
.super-imposed Mansard roof, making 
the center of each front eight 
stories high. At the extremities 
of each of the.se central elevation.s. as 
well a.s upon the street-angles, the build- 
ing will have turreted towers, each twenty- 
four feet in width and hight. These tow- 
ers are ten in number, and varied in de- 
-sign. With pinnacle.s ri.sing from their 
angles, they will doubtle.ss form graceful 
crowns to the whole structure, and give 
lightness and airy elegance to the other- 
wi.se heavy mass of columns and windows. 
The color — pure white — will al.-^o a.«sist in 
this respect. The entire central hight 
will be one hundred and nine fe»‘t. The 
main portion of the building to the eu- 
tahlatiire will iie ninety feet, and the roof 
add.s to this twelve feet at the sides and 
eight feet at the centers. The general ef- 
fect of the architect's idea will undoubted- 
ly be very imi>osing. 

The principal entrance on the Fourth 
avenue front will have a width of forty- 
eight feet. The portico will be two stories 
in hight, and unique aud Iieaiitlful in de- 
sign. It will consi.st of ma.ssive cluster- 
column.s, with foliated capitals and bases, 
on octagon-shap*-d pedestals. The first 
story will contain twenty-four stores, each 
fifty-two feet deep by seventeen wide, and 
haiuksomely fini.shed with plate-glass win- 
dows. The rents from these will materi- 
ally a.s.sist in meeting the peenuiary needs 
of the in.-ttitution. 

The interior will be reached by a wide 
staircase through a vestibule, which, with 
its tall and iqa.ssire pillars, will more 
nearly de.serve the descriptive term grand 
than many places to which the word is 
'applied. Beyond the vestibule will be a 
.hall paved with marble, thirty feet wide, 
with double flights of stairs leadln;^ up- 
ward, and these having spacious landings. 
Those whose knees i|uake at the thou^t 
of eight stories to climb will feel relieved 
at the sight of the comfortable elevators 
on each side of the stairea.ses, and running 
trom the first to the upper story. Enough 
space for fresh air in the rooms will be se- 
cured by the bight of tbe stories — the first 
(for .stores), nineteen feet six inches; sec- 
ond, fourteen feet two inches; third, thir- 
teen fi^t seven inches; fourth, twelve 
feet six inches; fifth, twelve feet, 
sixth, eleven feet five inches, and 
the roof stor}', seven feet eleven inches. 
The interior court-yard will be ninety-four 
feet by one hundred and sixteen, affording 
thus a line breathing space for the occu- 
pants of the interior room.^. The hollow 
square thus formed by the surrounding 
walls of the building will ’i>e something im- 
posing, even beautiful, with the goldfish 
and the fountain. The basement will he 
fourteen feet below the level of the street, 
and its walls vill reveal the massive 
ina.soiiry which, Atlas-like, will shoulder 
the peopled iron world above. There will 
lie a great engine for generating steam, for 
heating the building, for raising and low- 
ering the great elevators, for driving the 
vast fans that are to cool the summer air, 
aud for lending iron sinews to the kitchen 
and the laundry. There are to be venti- 
lating .shafts from top to bottom, eight by 
ten feet square. The kitchen and the 
laundry arrangements are to be upon the 
most improved hotel plans. 'I’he hotel of- 
fices are to hold the persons who are to 
aid in the comfort of the inmate.s. Let 
us hope that tbe conventional hotel 
clerk, with his unapproachable dignUr. 
will not be there. In the back 
part of the building, where there can he 
no .stores, and where the contact with, oth- 
er buildings would impede the free acceas 
of air and light, which all the roooi« are 
to have abundantly, the laundry and kitch- 
en will be situateil, and, above them, the 
large halls for various purposes. One of 
these will be the dining-room, aonducted 
on the restaurant plan, thirty feet by nine- 
ty-two in diiuen.sions. The great halls for 
lectures, concerts and other ^creations, 
and for the rrading-roem and. liorary, will 
be of the same size. The saseping-rooms 
will be of two kinds — the Itw^er ones si.\- 
teen by eighteen feet in space, aud intend 
ed for two sisters, or two inends, rooming 
tf^ether; tbe smaller or^es, eight feet by 
nine, for one person only. Experience in 
institutions of the kind shows that appdi- 
cants usually have a marked preference 
fur single rooms, and the moral advantage 
of this is no doubt very great. 

The entire arraitfement preml.ses, to 
each working-^irl who becomes an occu- 
pant, the comfort and convenience of a 
hotel at an exceedingly small cost. Each 
one will pay at the fixed rate of lodging, 
the />€ncco/cHct of the ide& conHiatiog^w 
the fact that each ocenpant will be ena- 
bled to secure more of comfort and ele- 
gance than is ordinarily in the reach vf 
the honest poor, at a cost even less than 
would otherwise attend the cramped and 
squalid rooms of the ordinary tenemeot- 
houser,. The food will be furnished at 
cost, and each person will be enabled to 
regvilate her expenses in proportion to her 
aViiit J or inclination.
